A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 (AlPA) do not 
apply to the examination of this application as the application being examined was not (1 ) filed on or after November 
29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily published under 35 U.S.C. 122(b). Therefore, this application is examined under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) priortothe amendment by the AIPA(pre-AIPA35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

Claims 1-4, 6-11, and 13-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Maeda et al (USP- 
6,072.759). 

Maeda et at discloses a recordable optical disk (see figures 1, 8 and 9) where disk-applicable-recording- 
speed information (minimum lead-out rate) indicative of applicable recording speeds for the optical disk is pre- 
recorded into a lead-in area of a track of the optical disk during manufacture of the optical disk. "Four bits b0-b3 of 
byte 1 are used for recording a minimum lead-out rate. These bits b0-b3 become '0000' for 2.52 Mbps, '0001' for 
5.04 Mbps, or '0010' for 10.08 Mbps" (col. 9, lines 36-39). Therefore, Maeda et al discloses a recording device 
(figure 24, for example) which inherently includes circuitry that performs recording on the optical disk after setting a 
recording speed for the optical disk to a predetermined speed value within a range specified by the reproduced disk- 
applicable-recording-speed information. 

Claim 12 is allowed. 

Claim 5 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
